It annouiiees that the .M|Hdron "lias 
returned to Join the Spanish fleet near 
Cadiz," whieh may mean that the news 
comes possibly from the Canary island 
or from some sooroe at Madrid.

They eame 
ill uvo cable mess i;fcs. l ecei veil Sunday 
cvenini;, tl-.e substance nf whieh haa 
been furnished by the officiala of the 
colonial olllce. 

The lirst cable dispatch ann.c.iin.,.s 
that the Heet entered Manila liarbor at 
daybrealc Sunday, stationinff itself op- 
posite the city. A fort opened tire on 
tbe American ships, whereupon they 
shifted their position toonenearpavitc, 
in Manila bay, engaging in a fleree 
fight agalnat both the forts and the 
i^anish fleet. 

The engagement here lasted two 
hoars, and raanltad In the annihilation 
ofthaSpaalabftoet ThU dlpatoh adds 
that tha AoMriean ships witiidrew to 
thair magaaina teasel, In the center of 
the roadstead, f6r the purpo.sc of coal- 
ing. One American vessel, the name 
of whlcli is not mentioned, is said to 
have been disabled.

Briiisti consul, >£. IL Itawson- Wallcer, 
toooavay a message to the Spanisli 
goferaor general, demanding the sur- 
render of all the torpedoes and guns at 
Manila, and the poss<.>ssion of cable of- 
floes, saying that unless these terms 
were complie<l with he woald proceed 
to lx>mbard the city. 

The first of the cable message ends 
with the statement that the Spanish 
ofHcials were conferring with the llrit- 
ish consul antl the tele(rrapli eompany's 
agent, and that iicmlin^' a decision be- 
Inif arrived at the cables were not per- 
mitted to handle nu ssat^'cs. 

The seeoiiil cable ■ dispatch received 
by the ccrtoiiial ofliei- unnoniiecil that 
the Spanish (^overnor-j,'cneral had re- 
fused to Mirrcniler the torpedoes and 
)funs and cable ollici s. and that he had 
prevented the u^;en^ of the tclc;,'-rapli 
company from eoiiferrin(f with Comiiio- 
dole Dewey. 

The messaife ended with tho State- 
ment that the Itritish i^'ovemor of the 
Straits .Settlement expected that tho 
bombardoicnt of Manila would be^^'in 
on Monday morning, when the Span- 
iards would cut the cable.

Push the War With Vigor. 

From the Glol>e' Democrat. 

There is not, and never will be, 
a humanitarian way to make war. 
When humanilarianiam rules the 
world wars will be a thing of the 
paat. Wars most be conducted 
with all due regard to civilized 
usages and with a spirit of kind- 
ness to helpless prisoners. liut 
the avoidanci- of action because it 
may hurt the enemy is a grave de- 
lusion to find aplace at the council 
board. It will lead to a loss ol 
opportunities, always a serious 
matter during a period like the 
present. War that hurts is (he 
kind of war that wins. Never yet 
was a war set'le.l hy moral suasion 
ami iiliilaiitliropa: overtures. flu- 
man nature under the spur ot war 
turns inevital>ly to arms and phy- 
sical force. No army in history 
ever laid down its weapons on the 
strengtli of benevolent appeals and 
kindly propitiation. The Spanish 
say (hey have rjwned Cuba 400 
years, and they intend to hold it 
until put out t)y force; and if able 
to remain they will govern it in 
their own way, regardless of out- 
side views. Such is the Cuban 
problem. The island will be in- 
dependent when the Spaniards arc 
thoroughly whipped with cannon, 
rilK s and machetes, and the sooner 
the business is accomplished the 
better for all concerned. 

It is said that the sending of an 
army expedition to Cuba will be 
postponed on account of the health 
of the troops. If this is to be the 
policy tile rcgliiients already at 
Key West and Tampa siiouid be 
ordereii north. Those towns are 
far less iavoraljle to health than 
many of the harbors of Cuba, and 
are in the same tropical latitude. 
In a few days the destination of 
the Cape Verde Qeet will be 
known. If it is headed for the 
West Indies some salubrious port 
or ports of Cuba should l)e selected 
and a sufficient army force sent 
there to hold them. The insur- 
gents need this co-operation. They 
require arms, ammuaitiou and 
supplies under our personal super- 
vision. The health of our troops 
will be better in almost any of the 
Cuban ports outside the few known 
to be pestilential than on the burn- 
ing sands of Key West or at 
Tampa. Army life in a Cuban 
harbor will sgree with the soldiers, 
because it means occupation, and 
will require alertness. No part of 
Florida is a health resort in sum- 
mer, and the state is by no means 
free from the diseases identified 
with the Cuban heated term. 

Commodore Dewey has just 
given a noble example of decisve 
war. He bore down upon the 
forts and fleet of Manila with shot 
and ahell. No doubt he was for- 
tunate in his distance from boards 
of strategy and in being placed in 
a position where f^hting was a 
necessity. He did not wait to he 
fired on nor to ofler a free distribu- 
tion of rations to friends and ene- 
mies alike. If Admiral Sampson 
had secured (he same latitude 
there would probably not be a
